Renovation still 
moving forward

Gary Accursi hopes to see shovels dig 
into ground in downtown Fenwick by 
the end of August or early September. 

But plans for moving forward with the 
downtown core’s $2.1 million makeover, 
which was set to begin this summer, are 
contingent upon Ontario Hydro, the 
ward two councillor said. 

Part of the renovations include remov¬ 
ing unsightly hydro lines and installing 
them underground as well as repairing 
sewer systems and other pipework.

Feds say Bernardo will remain Engineering plans 
in maximum security are almost com P |ete

ST. CATHARINES — Paul 
Bernardo might want to go 
to a medium-security prison, 
but the federal government 
says it's not going to happen. 

St. Catharines MP Rick 
Dykstra delivered that mes¬ 
sage to the mother of one 
of Bernardo’s victims last 
Thursday morning after 
reports surfaced the con¬ 
victed serial killer and rapist 
wants to be transferred to a 
medium-security facility after 
Kingston Penitentiary closes 
later this year. 

"Donna French called my 
office this morning and we 
made it very clear... unequiv¬ 
ocally, he’s not going to be 
moved,” Dykstra said of his 
conversation with the mother 
of Kristen French, who was 
killed by Bernardo in 1992. 

Dykstra said he’s not sur¬ 
prised by the reaction to 
the news Bernardo wanted 
to be in a more relaxed 
environment. 

“Whenever he opens his 
big mouth, there’s a reaction. 
It’s unfortunate the families 
have to be put through this 
whenever something like this 


occurs," he said.

Minister Steven Blaney shot 
down the idea as well. 

victed of heinous and despi¬ 
cable crimes. While I do not 
control the security classifica¬ 
tion of individual prisoners, I 
have received assurances that 
there are no plans to move 

security institution,” he said 
in a statement. 

It’s expected the 48-year- 
old Bernardo — sentenced to 
life in prison in 1995 for the 
killings of teenagers French 
and Leslie Mahaffy and isn’t 
eligible to apply for parole 
until 2020 — will be moved 
to a super maximum-security 
prison like the one in Sainte- 
Anne-des-Plaines, near 
Montreal, when Kingston 
Penitentiary closes. 

“Just because he makes 
a request, it doesn’t mean 
it’s going to go anywhere," 
Dykstra said. “He’s a danger¬ 
ous offender, so the burden 
of proof is on him. And 
it’s impossible for him to 
prove he’s not a dangerous 
offender.” 

Like Dykstra, Niagara 
Regional Police Det. Sgt. 


Richard Ciszek doesn’t think 
Bernardo should be allowed 
to go to a less-secure facility. 

"In my opinion, he should 
be kept in maximum-security 
prison for the rest of his life,” 


he said. 

Ciszek is the only member 
of the NRP’s investiga¬ 
tive team who was on the 
Bernardo case and is still with 
the service. 


Plans are on hold 
because Ontario Hydro 
said “they may not be able 
to accommodate us (the 
town) until the spring," 
Accursi said. 

Plans for the revitaliza¬ 
tion of downtown Fenwick 
include installing a new 
type of sidewalk, new street 
furniture, new curbing, a 
raised garden area to high¬ 
light Fenwick’s flagpole 
and narrowing the roadway 
to slow traffic down. 

Accursi said this work 
cannot be completed until 
all of the hydro wires are 
installed underground and 
any pipe work in need of 
repair is fixed. 

“It doesn’t make much 
sense to dig up the road 
and repave it more than 
once,” Accursi said. 

Accursi said engineer¬ 
ing plans are about 85% 
complete and the town has 
worked with the Ministry 
of Natural Resources 
and the Ministry of the 
Environment to ensure 
there are no contami¬ 
nants involved with the 
renovation.

year but when we started 
looking at engineering 
and preliminary work 
and timelines, it became 
apparent we wouldn’t get 
new sidewalks prior to the 
bad weather." 

The councillor said the 
town is working to con¬ 
nect with senior staff at 
Ontario Hydro to speed the 
process. 

Accursi wanted residents 
to know the revitalization 
will be completed. 

"It’s definitely going to 
happen. The money has 
been budgeted, money has 
been set aside and we fully 
intend to do it. Right now, 
we are just waiting for 
Ontario Hydro to give us a 
timeline.”

It’s nearly the end of the Summer Reading Club-

The end of the reading club doesn’t signal the 
end of reading, of course. If you need some new 
authors or titles, I can recommend the Novelist K-8 
Plus website which is under the EBSCO database 
umbrella. You can find it by: 

1) going to our website www.pelhamlibrary. 

2) clicking on database options 

3) inputting your library card number (note 
instruction-if your number begins with a "2” start 
partway through at “00” and leave off the last digit.) 

4) finding Novelist K-8 Plus in the alphabetical 
list that appears. (If you didn’t know so many 
databases were available, you’re not alone. They 
seem to have added another one every time I look 
at it. What riches!) 

To test Novelist, choose a specific author or title 
or series-those are the categories at the top of the 
page-or look down the left side to choose a topic. 

If you go for the topic option, let's suppose you pick 
animal stories and then the kind of animal—horses, 
for instance-or stories told by animals. You'll be 
astonished by the number and variety of books that 
are suggested Not all of the titles are in our library, 
of course, but it’s a place to start. You may meet 
your new favourite author there.

Police seek public’s help

PELHAM - Niagara Regional Police 
are requesting the public's help to iden¬ 
tify a youth who may have been involved 
in a violent home invasion in Pelham 
two weeks ago. 

On July 4 at 4:30 p.m. a group of dis¬ 
guised males showed up at a Canboro 
Rd. home. The group surrounded the 
residence and one male forced his way 
inside and attacked a 16-year-old in the 
home with a knife. 

The victim was able to unarm his 
assailant, but the struggle continued and 


the victim sustained minor woulds to his 
face unrelated to the weapon. 

The group fled the scene on ATV’s. 

Police determined the attack was 
not random and the victim knew his 
attackers. 

A 15-year-old male and 17-year-old 
male have been charged with break, 
enter and commit assault, weapons dan¬ 
gerous, disguised with intent and pos¬ 
session of a prohibited weapon. 

Police are still looking for a third male 
involved in the attack. They don't have 
a description, but are asking anyone 
who has any information to contact Det.

240 smoke/CO detectors 
being given away in Pelham

Working smoke detectors and carbon 
monoxide alarms save lives. 

It’s a fact that Pelham Fire Department 
wants to drive home to residents, by dis¬ 
tributing 240 combination carbon mon¬ 
oxide and smoke alarms to individuals 
in need, including families registered 
with Pelham Cares and people who use 
Meals on Wheels. 

The detectors were dropped off at 
the Fonthill fire hall last Tuesday and 
were donated through Project Zero, a 
provincewide education program aimed 
at reducing the number of residential 
fires and carbon monoxide deaths to 
zero. Project Zero works in partnership 
with the Ontario Fire Marshal’s Public 
Fire Safety Council and Enbridge Gas 


Distribution. 

About 5% to 10% of homes do not have 
a smoke alarm, or the battery inside the 
alarm is dead, Pelham fire prevention 
officer Saskia Holditch said. 

Under the fire code, new homes 
are required to have smoke detectors 
installed, however, Holditch said some 
older homes do not have smoke alarms. 
Smoke alarms are required on every 
storey of a home and outside all sleep¬ 
ing areas. Although carbon monoxide 
detectors are not required by law, they 
are highly recommended by die Ontario 
Fire Marshal. 

Carbon monoxide is dangerous and 
is difficult for a person to detect as it’s a 
toxic, odourless, colourless gas that can 
cause illness and death. It’s produced 
whenever a fuel, such as propane, gaso¬ 
line or natural gas, is burned.
